All the principal countries ol Europe, ex- 


cept Austria (says a German paper), are 
now reorganizing their armies. 
Germany 


Is about lo increase her military force by 400,- 
000 men, and Russia, whose army (Including 
irregulars) !i»» hitherto numberrd 1,300,000 
men on a war fooling, except under the 
new system to have a force of 2,092 300 men 
atherdl&posal,not reckoning the local troops 
anJ the militia. The new military organi- 
zation of France is not yot decided upon ,but 
It is believed that its result wi 1 be to increa e 
her army to about i 406,000 men. Italy, 
whose war establishment hitherto amount- 
ed to 510,630 men including reserves, pro- 
poses by the plau of reorganization which 
ha] been adopted by her Government to 
raise a force of from 750,000 to 800,000 men. 
The Turkish army, when on a war fooliop, 
hashitherto consisted of 270,000, inclusive 
01 the nizams or militia; it Is lo be increased 
to 600,000 men. Finally, Ihe military force 
of England at home is to be raised under Mr. 
Cardwell's scheme to about 300,000. 
When 


all these plans are cirried out, the total war 
establishment of the armies of Europe will 
ba increased from 0.168,000 men to about 
10,000,000.
